£„ Prior to June 1951, the barracks installations on the west side of Vajnorska 
costa, in the northeastern sector of Bratislava (P U9./X 99), were occupied by 
a motorized and a mounted unit,, It was estimated that a total of 2,000 to 
3,000 soldiers were quartered there* About 1 5 tanks and 30 to 35 Otudebaker 
and Canada (sic) trucks, occupied by infantrymen Wno ware armed with sub- 
machine guns? were repeatedly seen when the motorised unit moved out of tne 
installation's About one-half of the tanks were of a former German type and 
the other tanks had bogie wheels and track- supporting rollers and had a 
turret in the center of the hull armed with one machine gun* The strength 
of the mounted unit when moving out of the installation was estimated at 
200 to 250 rxexic They were armed v/ith pistols c In addition, infantry units 
were repeatedly seen at these barracks installations* (U)
